A HEART-TO-HEART TALK. . 


Conference Adjourns TH Thursday. 


( Reuter’s Service.) 


London, October 11. 
The Irish conference has opened at Downing Street. A crowd, 
ghiefly Irish sympathisera, cheered the Sinn Fein delegates, and 
aang hymns after the. proceedings opened. Mr. Chamberlain, ill 
with lumbago, was absent. : 
Irish Procession to Delegates Headquarters. 
: ater. 
When the Irish conferences adjourned till the afternoon armed 
Lrishmen and women marched in procession to the Weat-end to the 
delegates’ headquarters at Kensington, waving Sinn Fein flags and 
‘singing Iriah bymns and songs, varied by cries of “Up Sinn Fein ' 
‘There were only « faw spoctators when the conference resumed. No 
recotd was taken of the afternoon's conversations, which were in the 
nature of & heart-to-heart talk. Sinn Fein stenographers were not 
admitted. 
The Press Association says that a curious feature of the Co-fer- 
ence was the fact that the Irish delegates arrived attended by “gun- 
- men”. Each car bad an armed guard, the arms being plaialy visible 
in the men’s pockets as they took their seats beside the drivers. 
The conference this afternoon lasted an hour and a half, and was 
adjourned till 11-o’ctock on Tharsday. . 


SILESIAN COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


German Concern Over Rumoured Decision. 


, London, October 11. 
The Silesian recommendations committee of the League, 
mentioned yesterday, has now commnnicated with the Suprema 
Council in Paris, but till the Council publishes the communication 
it ig impossible to confirm the reports emanating from Paris and 
Geneve that the recommendations favour Poland, to whom, it is 
alleged, Koenigshuette has been assigned, but, according to a Barlin 
message, the reports bave intensely excited Germany, where there is 
already talk of the Wirth Government: resigning. .The Press is 
heatedly discussing th question, and it is significant that official 
prominence is given to an article in the Berliner Tegeblatt declaring 
that if the Lesgue of Nations is an accessory to French attempts to 
ruin German democracy, the Government will be forced to resign. 
as it would be impossible to carry out the reparations odligations. 
Moreover, Germany's doors would be closed tightly against bankrupt 
Poland, at present longing for German goods. 
With reference to German reports that Britain intimated 
opposition to the supposedly pro-Polish recommendations of th- 
| committee, it is suthoritatively declared in London that the Allied 
Premiers will abide by the decision and accept the League's 
pronouncement. . . 
{Yesterday's cable stated: Rumoursin the French and Swiss 
Press that a hitch’ bas occurred owing to the refusal of certain 
Powers to accept the committee's recommendation of modifications 
of the so-called Sforza lino of partition are not confiemed by a 
Geneva messaze, which says tha: the committee's deliberations. not 
yet finished, are shrouded in completo secrecy; but the romours 
have caused the dzepes: p2ssimisin in Germany, where itis taken 
for granted that the Sforza line will bs maiatained.] 


"FRADE MARKETS SHOW ACTIVITY. 


Britain Secures Orders for Rails. 


London, October 11. 
The commerce markets show tha’ there is 8 growing demand 
for irou ware. A feature of the situation is the energy of British 
manufacturers in seeking export orders, particularly for rails ard 
railway material, Useful orders for rails have been secnred hy 
British firrns at prices which effectually disposed of American and 
Continental competition. A fair volame of susiness has been secured 
in semi-finished lines also, owing to firmer foreign quotations. The 
Continental situation does not show any sign of improvement. 
The wool sales opened with strong and active Home and Con- 
. timental competition, there being advances of 5 per cent. and 10 per 
cent. respectively compared withSeptember.. - 


Cotton Trade Prospects Brighter.

The fact that the Coifer- 
ence was fixed for o day earlier than was expected is regarded as an 
indicaticn of the Premier's desire to get to grips with the questior. 
Meantime the King has sent a letter to the Mayor of Manchester 
reemphasising His concern at unemployment. His Majesty trusts 
that fecal effort and co-operation combined with Government mea- 
sures will alleviate the present distress and will provide a gradual 
restoration *n a sound hasis of the trade and commerce of the nation. 


SHIPBUILDING FIGURES.

Three and a quarter million of tons of merchant 
shipping were under construction in the United Kingdom on Septem- 
ber 30. a reduction of a quarter of a million compared with June 
50, but delayed and suspended Tonnage"amounts to a.million and 
a quarter, leaving only two millions actually under construction. 
The average tonnage completed quarterly in 1915 exeeedad twenty- 
three per ceat. of tee total tasr under construction at the begin- 
ning of the quarter. . [tis now - eight and a half per cent. of 
the total tonnage. Ballding abroad amounts to two acd a guarter 
moUlions, but nearly half a milion is ~ suspended tonnage, leaving 
under two millions actually under construction, the countries mos 
affected ti suspensions being Italy ond the United States.

In this 
connection Dr. Hodgkin mention- 
ed that that was the first of the 
weekly- meetings te be held at the 
‘Helena May Institute and that the

Dr. Hodgkin felt it had 
been a privilege to him to 
have the opportunity of lecturing 
in Hongkong ard he was very glad 
it had brought him into touch with 
‘the work being done in the Colony 
rs-a Colony where, it” seemed to 
him they had very great dificul- 
ties and yet very great possibili.

Dr. Hodgkin, referring to a 
question he kad been asked at 
previous meeting, sbout the mean- 
ing of justice, said they naturally 
defined it in such terms as he had 
already used, such as equality of 
opportunity for all, the rights of 
men in material things, the rights 
of men in regard to education and 
in regard to the chances they had 
of self-development.. If they were 
going to look at jnstice only as the 
end of human life there was a 
tendency to think in terms of 
material adjustments in order to 
bring that justice about. He con- 
sidered justice to be the very first 
of the fundamentals of our new 
order but he wanted to suggest to 
them that those who lived in the 
sense of tha real world got beyond 
the struggle of justice for them- 
setves and were very muck more 
soncerned in securing justice for 
other people aven if by doing so 
they were to suffer injustice them- 
selves. Where there was any in- 
justice in the world, where one 
nation trampled on another or one 
class trampled cn another, there 
they spoiled human relationship. 
The abject of jastice was not to 
toake perfect adjustments between 
these people but to bring them into 
the right kind of human relation- 
abip with one another. 

Intricate Problems, 

Referring to race relationship. 
Dr. Hodgkin said it was a problem 
which demanded persistent and 
fearless thicking together, because 
the regions that were to be claim- 
ed fortherea) world,inthe worldic 
which we live, were still great. 
He believed that by such fearless 
thinking in intimate fellowship 

‘one another, by the experi- 

73 that might come ont of such 

nvship and by perseverance in 

experimenta, that. there 
iEht be epened up right here in 
this Colony immense new posabili- 
ties in the application of this 
grea! spirit—the spirit that they 
got from living their ives in the 
dense OF the real svorld. It seemed 
to him that what was actually 
needed was that mes and women 
should so Hve that they could 
come into that kind of relation 
with one another which woold 
help towards the solving of these 
very real and very intricate pro- 
blems. 

Gr. Hedgkin said he felt very 
often he might have spoken rather 
elusively in his lectures and some 
might think that what he had said 
was not very relevant to some of 
the problems they were facing. 

It 
was notin great conclaves of men, 
in the meetings of national bodies 
or trade federations that the real 
solution of these things rested, but 
with the common. men and women 
like themselves, In the last resort 
every great movement in homan 
history had been a movement that.

Dr. Hodgkin, in reply, asid that 
there were a great many regions of 
haman life which were net yet 
fully ready for the ideals. He 
agreed the spirit of adventure was 
an allof them. In regard to these 
regions of our common life they 
all recognsed they were deing 
worked out at /s point lower than 
the ideals they would like to see 
applied, The methed was for 
groups of persons who bad seen 
the better way to make experi- 
ments together. For the great 
majority of men the spirit of ad- 
venture which they had did not 
find, except at a great crisis kke 
the war, any adequate means of 
expression. The spirit of ad- 
venture might work itself out in a“ 
man becoming a great adventurer 
in his. own business or on the 
stock exchange or something of 
that sort. The spirit of adventure 
wanted to be harnessed to social ” 
ends and that was the problem he 
had been trying to deal with. He 
believed it might be done through 
persons ' and groups of persons 
patiently thinking out these pro-
